It 
vested all legislative power in con­ 
gress; the executive power in the 
president, and the judicial power in 
the courts, and 
each

was made independent of the o th­ 
ers.

Constitution pro ­ 
vides that the powers of the gov­ 
ernment of the state are divided 
into three 
distinct 
departments 
legislative, executive and 
judicial:

others, except as expressly directed 
or permitted therein.
